8d. and. dismissing their counter- 
claim and set off against him on foot of a 
guarantee for £3, which he, with 141 

others, had, it was stated, signed in favour 
of the Blackwater Valley Co- -operative 
Society, Ltd. 

Patrick Sheehan had sued the bank for 
the amount claimed, alleging that it was due 
on foot of a deposit receipt, with interest. 
The bank in their defence pleaded a counter- 
claim and set, off based upon the guarantee, 
and it was mentioned to the Judge that the 
bank had issued a summary summons on foot 
of the guarantee against Sheehan and the 
other guarantors in the High Court. In 
these circumstances the Circuit Judge 3e- 
fused to hear the counter-claim and set off 
and dismissed it, and gave judgment for the 
plaintiff for the amount claimed on the -le- 
posit, account, with interest. 

Against this decision the bank now ap- 
pealed, on the grourid that a defence by way 
of a set off was a statutory defence, and that 
there was no jurisdiction in the Court io 
exclude a defence by reason of a set off.

ander the Army Pensions Act, which is to 
come before the Dail shortly. 

Yesterday the Union issued a statement 
dealing exhaustively with the subject. It 
points out that the regulations under the Act 
provide for {wo schemes for calculating the 
retirement pay of medical officers. The first 
is a “rank and service ’’ basis scheme giving 
a twenty per cent. addition over correspond- 
ing combatant officers’ rates with fixed maxi- 
mums, and the second provides for a basis of 
one-sixtieth of annual pay for each year of 
service, with a maximum of forty-sixtieths, 
or two-thirds. i 

A table included in the statement show 
that a captain in the combatant ranks with 
£328 a year pay will be entitled to a pension 
of £230 a year, while a medical officer with 
the rank of captun, whose pay amounts to 
£730, will receive only £276 as pension. <A 
commandant in the combatant ranks receiv- 
ing £438 a year will get a pension of £290, 
while a medical officer with the same rank 
earning £857 a year will receive a pension of 
£340. A major receiving £511 a year will get 
a pension of , while a medical officer 
with this rank ee ei a year will 
receive a pension of £408. A medical officer 
cannot arrive at the rank of colonel or a 
general. [here are, however, five grades of 
medical captains receiving salaries of from 
£474 to £730, yet they would receive virtually 
the same pensions under the scheme. 


UNFAIRNESS ALLEGED 


Combatant officers who were drawing far 
lower rates of pay would get higher pensions 
in relation to pay, not that the pensions for 
combatant officers are exorbitant. They weré 
far from it, but the unfairness arose from the 
fact that, while the pension of the combatant 
officer bore a just and proportional represén- 
tation to his pay, no attempt had.been made 
to equate the medical officer’s pension in that 
direction. The very circumstances that made 
the scheme a favourable one for the many 
combatant officers who held high ranks, or 
for others who eventually would achieve 
them, rendered the scheme a sterile one for a 
service for whom those ranks did not exist. 

The highest rank in the medical service 
was that of Major (it had been reduced from 
Lieutenant-General, Major-General and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel since 1923), and there was no 
certainty that the low water mark yet had 
been reached. Therefore, it became impos- 
sible to base so vital a matter as pension on 
so unstable a foundation. 

The alternative scheme of one-sixtieth of 
annual pay for each year of service was one 
from which advantages could be derived only 
in circumstances which did not exist in the 
Army Medical Service. Its successful appli- 
cation pre-supposed an early age of entry, 
say 16 to 18 years. Under modern regula- 
tions doctors only left hospital at 26 or 27 
years of age. As the average age of entry 
to the present Medical Service was about 50 
years, they took service with an initial dis- 
advantage of several years. 


STATIC CONDITIONS 


The scheme also pre-supposed advance- 
ment in pay and position with years of ser- 
vice and two-thirds of pay on retirement. 
In the Medical Service conditions had been 
static for nearly fifteen years, and no officers 


could reasonably expect to be pensioned in 
any higher cok ov position than he possessed 
now, or had possessed for many years. So 
that when pensions came to be calculated his 
initial pay was not likely to vary much from 
his terminal pay. Another fact in deter- 
mining the successful application of this 
scheme was the right to serve on to the age 
of 65 years. The regulations contained no 
Fe that this essential feature would 


fore, they could not envisage any prospect 
other than retirement at 50 or 55, by which 
time only a small fraction of their pay would 
be available as pension. 

The statement goes on to suggest how 
these difficulties might be overeome, 

ssible expedient, it states, would be the 
introduction into the scheme of the pre- 
cedent of the 1924 Act—namely, the grading 
of medical officers three ranks higher up 
for purposes of pension. A pension scheme 
analogous to that enjoyed by officers of the 
ental hospital service offered a ready 
solution. In this service varying conditions 
of pay, position, length of service and allow- 
ances were dealt with quite easily and 
equitably on a basis of one-fifthieth of pay 
and allowances for each year of service. The 
larger fraction of one-fifthicth and the in- 
clusion of allowances ag pensionable made 
this a favourable basis as compared with 
one-sixtieth of pay alone, 


NOT CONSIDERED 
ATTRACTIVE 


No service which contained the possibility 
of foreshortening the doctors career at the 
early age of 50 and 55 could be considered 
attractive, and the Union suggested that the 
authorities should provide gratuities in addi- 
tion to pensions, on the basis of two months’ 
pay and allowances for each year of service 
to a maximum of three years’ pay and allow- 
ances ‘after eighteen years’ service. 

Tho statement also suggests that an officer 
should be free to leave the service, except in 
a state of war, without the consent of the 
Minister. As the scheme stood medical 
officers on retirement could not live without 
resuming employment to arenes their 
position.

SCHOOL MEDICAL 
EXAMINATION 


PUPILS WHO WERE UNCLEAN 


Of a total of 664 pupils in a Dun Laoghaire 
school 302 suffered from uncleanliness last 
month, states Dr. J. A. Harbison, County 
Medical Health Officer, in a report submitted 
to the County Health Board yesterday. 

In the same school 162 pupils (31 boys and 
131 girls) suffered from malnutrition—a figure 
“ distinctly above the average’’; 456 suffered 
from dental defects, 48 from defective vision, 
67 from tonsils and adenoids, and 39 from 
anemia, 

Dr, Harbison, who said that the parents 
of 174 of the children were present at the 
examination, added that 134 pupils were un- 
vaccinated 

Referring in his report to water su plies, 
Dr. Harbison says :—‘‘ Considerable difficulty 
has been experienced in maintaining water 
supplies in certain parts of the county, par- 
ticularly in North County Dublin, and where, 
owing to continued drought, alternate sup- 
lies may have to be hastily sought, I would 
fecommend that the Board provide an emer- 

chlorinator for the purpose of sterilis- 

ing water supplies where water at the sources

SWITCHED OFF 


Tt was stated that the apparatus had been 
switched off by order of the Judge, to whom 
representations had been made. 

One of the objections, it is under- 
stood, was that the necessary conversations 
between counsel and aolicitors during the 
hearing of a case would be overheard by the 
judge or the public in court. So far as the 
irish Times reporter coald observe during 
the time that the ampiifiers were working, 
rothing could be heard through the loud.

from the microphones. The idea that whispers

A second objection is that the loud speaking 
apparatus might result in the elimination of 
whatever could be learned from the tone of 
a witness’s voice, as to whether he was 
telling the truth or not, or whether he seemed 
mcrae Ia That 1s something which only ex- 
perience can confirm or refute; but the fact 
remains that loud speaking apparatus is 
common in United States Courts and is 
employed in the Northern Ireland High Courts, 
where it seems to have given every satis- 
faction. 


NECESSARY 
Journalists with experience of the difficulty 


of hearing witnesses at Green Street naturally 
are in favour of the loud speaking apparatus 
being put into use, but witnesses which are 
inaudible in the Press-box uswally are -in- 
audible in the yury-box as well. This article 
has not been written to dispute the views of 
counsel with regard to the apparatus; for, 
obviously, mn the ease of a lawyer defending 
in 4 serious charge, like murder, the interests 
of his chent must be safeguarded in even 
the smallest and, at first sight, extraneous 
detail. Possibly when a charge of lesser 
gravity is before the Court it will be advisale 
to give the apparatus a test under real work- 
ing conditions, and to ascertain if the objec- 
tions made yesterday can be met.

The Portlest, » Chapel, now in 
ruins, is really the south-eastern end of the 
building, and was the last portion to be added 
in the year 1455. The baron’s family name 
was FitzEustace, and Eustace street is called 
after a member of this family. . 

The altar in St. Anne’s Guild Chapel was 
not known as the Italian Trinity, but, on 
an archway behind where the altar stood, 
there was a mural painting—the only one of 
its kind in the United Kingdom—known as 
the Italian Trinity. It rayed Our Lord 
on the Cross surrounded by angels. This: 
painting, | am sorry to sa’, was allowed to 
decay. Over this archway there is a lepers’ 
vell, where from barred windows the lepers 
might hear the Service. In the same wall 
there are also two squints where the people in 
the Guild House could look into the church. 
The memorial slab is to Sir Anthony King, 
not Sir Stanley, ; 

There is uo bell in the tower with the name 

Matthew Pans on it, but from records: I 
ascertained that Matthew Paris made two of’ 
the bells. The three bells cast in 1423 are the 
oldest in Ireland, if not in the Three 
Kingdoms. The present tower was built in 
1169, not, as you state, in the fifteenth 
century. 
_ 1 am sorry that I cannot agree with the 
suggestion put forward by my good friend 
Father O’Ryan regarding the histo of the 
name Audéen. In early deeds the church is 
referred to as St. Ouen’s, or St. Owen’s,

Poetry was the private life of 
the theatre; the theatre the public life 
of poetry: neither can be complete, real, 
imaginative, or . powerful, , jacking the 
other. How they mav be brought together 
is the question of the moment with all poets.

Poetry and Culture

in return, 1s concerned equally with all the 
branches of life, with the passion that went 
into the Via Dolorosa and the passion of the 
Song of Solomon. Jt must be the oldest of 
the arts, for it is made of words, and words 
being pictures in sound that combine both 
sensual and intellectual meaning would be the 
first understandable currency between a man 
and his soul and between men and the com- 
munal soul. in a definite pattern where the 
words keep musical time, it has the effect of 
two arts, verse and music. And, whatever 
else may be said about it, it has proved to 
an ideal instrument for soldering the 
irrational to the rational elements of man’s 
vision of himself, and that—when all is said-- 
is the measure of the importance of any art. 


Not Native to Ireland 


if poetry, then, is of such psychical 
importance, 1t may be asked why a verse play 
will not fill any middle-sized theatre. 
The question, 1 think, can be countered by 

inting to England—a humanistic country, 
pos which we borrowed the framework. of our 
theatre—and by askmg: Why, since religion 
1s so important to the psyche, are the 
churches there so empty of worshippers?. The 
answer to one question would, ! hold, answer 
both. The growing emphasis on reason and 
all that it stands for, the isolating of the 
self to a consciousness in which, as Jung has 
it, “ there is no legitimate place in our world 
for invisible, arbitrary, and so-called super- 
natural forces,” has emptied verse of power 
as it has emptied liturgy of meaning. 

In Ireland this does nut hold to such a 
large extent. We have not canonised the 
scientist, and the large majority of the people 
have a living faith that engages the primitive 
energies of the unconscrous. But there is, in 
Ireland, another reason. The convention of 
the verse play has never been native to Ilre- 
land as to England. A verse drama, of 
course, existed in Dublin for a considerable 
time after it had lapsed in England, but it 
was an offshoot of the English theatre and 
provincial; it never got its roots into 
the life of this country, and se, when it 
discovered it was the usval quarter of 4 
century behind English fashion, and rang 
down the curtain, it left no tradition and no 
sense of loss, The eountry at large was 
entirely unaffected; it had its great body of 
native poetry and—the native equivalent of 
the verse play—its professional reciters; verse 
was spoken, was made to be spoken, and-——as 
many who have stayed in the remoter parta 
of the country will agree—is still spoken so 
excitingly that one can see without craning 
one’s neck that the-art came out of the 
need it satisfied. It is not a stage art. Í 
cannot see it control the emotions of a large 
body of people from the footlights in its 
present stage of evolution, but I think that, 
given contact with our age, time to make its 
convention, time to ' adapt to itself our 
modern technical devices, and our modern 
speech rhythms, that it would fill some need 
beyond that of mere entertainment. And 
we cannot say for certain that it will not 
fill a middling theatre until it has had 
the opportunity to experiment. 


A Naw Audinie 


The trouble is that verse drama requires 
from an audience a response different from 
that demanded by the usual prose play. An 
instance of this came my way recently 
when a play by Jean Cocteau was played at 
the Gate. (The play was not in verse, but 
the texture was that of the poetic play.) | 
was told that the play should have ended in 
the second act; that, after it, there was no 
dramatic movement; yet it was the third 
act that contained for me all ot the drama 
and the whole essence of the play. The 
situation was flattened and treated in 
pattern; action looked@ at itself as 
in a. Mirror, and, seeing itself in 
all its tenses, did not trouble to 
confine itself within a gesturing present, the 
result, 1 thought, was the same uncanny 
widening of the moment that is to be found 
in a lyric. '

The Abbey Theatre is so festooned with 
controversies that 1 feel { am ungracious in 
dragging it into this article otherwise than 
honourably.. .The. fact that it has solidified 
within its own convention, and does 
wurk within those limits, entitles it to be left 
alone. When a poet of the size of Gordon 
Bottomly, however, confesses to having beea 
inspired by it in his—and its—youth, one is 
forced to square up to the melancholy facs 
that in it at the present time the poctic drama 
forms. no part of the repertoire. That, of 
course, one can see—and forgive--as an 
economic consequence. The Abbey is a 
national theatre, but it must be commercial in 
order to live. 

To play verse to empty houses is worse than 
to play music to empty pockets. But the 
convention could have been made when the 
Peacock, a tiny theatre under the Abbey 
roof, was Opened some years ago. That this 
was not availed of is, from my point of view, 
the chief failure of the Abbey. Here was the 
very nearly—ideal place for experiment, and 
yet the directors—among them a world- 
famons poet, whose plays mm the Noe mode 
are models of a kind—chose to hire it out, 
chose to use if as a school that would feed 
the prose stage with new blood, chose any 
use for it rather than the mght and inevitable 
use that one expects, not unreasonably, frem 
a theatre that claims to be national 


Poetic Values 


No one need draw Mr. Yeats’ attention to 
the human and superhuman values that 

etry stands for, he has given what was 
important of himself to it in the course of a 
long hfe, but in thie he has not given it the 
fosterage that is its right, he has not played 
up to his own Seanchan. His later work 
shows how fully conscious he is of the verse 
play as a separate art. it is extraordinary 
how ne could have missed the obvious impli- 
cation that an. art demands to use its own 
speciai instruments. One cannot paint with 
speech or orate with a. paint brush. An 
actor learms on the prose stage that his 
personality 1s a very important supplement 
to an author's ‘words, it is left to 
him to devise the rhythm in which they are 
to move. The contrary is true of verse. 
The poet makes the rhythm, to which the 
speaker must submit. Mr. Yeats has. not 
fully recognised that—in practice, at least— 
with the result that those verse plays of his 
which could have been done perfectly in the 
Peacow& by specially i is have 
been done badly in the Abbey. A curious 
corollary to this is that in order to get an 
idea over the Abbey footlights he has on 
occasions been forced into prose. And such 
an admission of failure from a poet of his 
standing could be taken to mean that poetry 
itself had failed. 

Poetic drama, of course, has failed. 
then the circumstances were at stand-to 
against it. It cannot live in a prose theatre 
or in a prose canvention. It must have its 
own. And no theatre can be called a national 
theatre which does not provide for it to the 
full. England goes ahead where Ireland 
stopped short, and the result is that the 
younger Irish poets are looking overseas for 
intellectual leadership—and a paper audience,

More Delay 


As everybody who takes the least 
interest in the matter anticipated, yester- 
day’s meeting of the Non-Intervention 
Committee in London ended in another 
deadlock. At one period it seemed as if 
the meeting woald be adjourned sine die; 
but the British Foreign Secretary, who 
presided, having made a manful effort to 
bring about some measure of agreement, 
persuaded the delegates to come together 
again this afternoon, in the hope that 
something might happen in the meanwhile 
to cut the Gordian knot. The whole 
business really is a sorry farce. Time and 
again the British Government has tried to 
secure the withdrawal of foreign “ volun- 
teers ” from Spain; time and again its 
efforts have been thwarted by the obstruc- 
tive tactics of one or other of the Powers 
that are “involved in the Spanish 
imbroglio. When Mr. Eden proposed his 
plan last July it was accepted, as usual, 
by everybody “ in principle 
it came to the taking of practical measures 
to give effect to the plan, all sorts of 
difficulties were placed in the way, and, 
in effect, nothing was done. Now the 
French have propounded a plan. Last 
week M. Corbin explained it in detail to 
the members of the London . Committee, 
and once again everybody agreed ‘“‘ in 
principle ’’; yesterday it became obvious 
at an early stage of the proceedings that 
once again nothing would be done. 
Actually what happened was that the 
Italian delegate, Count Grandi, discovered 
a new way to postpone decision. He 
recommended the re-examination of the 
plan that had been advanced by Mr. Eden 
last July, on the ground that it was an 
‘excellent ” plan, and apparently far 
superior to that which has been sponsored 
by the French. Mr. Eden, who showed a 
restraint that was as commemdable as it 
was remarkable, pointed’ out that the 
French plan was based on the British, and 
that the ‘former included the latter; but 
the German Chargé d’Affaires, who, in 
the absence of Herr von Ribbentrop, 
represented Herr Hitler, supported his 
Italian colleague. The net result of the 
whole day’s discussions was precisely 
nothing. Matters are just where they were 
more than three months ago, and it is 
more than likely that they will remain 
there after to-day’s meeting of the Com- 
mittee, 

The plain truth is that Italy does not 
want to withdraw a single Italian soldier 
from the Peninsula until General Franco’s 
victory shall have been assured. This fact 
must be crystal-clear to anybody who has 
taken the trouble to read the Italian news. 
papers during the last twelve months— 
particularly Signor Mussolini’s own mouth- 
piece, the Popolo d’Italia.. Even Count 
Grandi declared publicly at an early 
meeting of the London Committee that, 
in his personal opinion, not a single 
Italian volunteet would leave Spain until 
after the war. Estimates have differed 
regarding the actual number of Italian 
soldiers in Spain. [Italian spokesmen 
have been wisely reticent on the subject ; 
but the Spanish Government has declared 


that as many as 80,000 Italian troops 
have been engaged.. Now it is announced.

A Modern Alchemist 


The search for the Philosopher’s: Stone 
has known no more distinguished explorer 
than the late Lord Rutherford, whose 
death yesterday at the comparatively 
early age of 66 years will be universally 
regretted. In the course of his life he 
exploded many notions by which the 
science of physics had been persistently 
retaided ; but there is some irony in the 
fact that he probably will be renfembered 
as the man who exploded the atom. For 
generations it was believed fervently that 
the break-up of the atom into its com- 
ponent parts would liberate sufficient 
energy to enable humanity to return to 
that life of wparadisial laziness from 
|which it had been debarred by the dis- 
obedience of Adam and Eve. ‘It was a 
cruel blow to those hopes when Lord 


Rutherford bluntly stated that they were 
based upon nothing more substantial than 
moonshine. Instead of atoms and mole- 
cules—which formed the basis ‘of the 
Natural Philosophy of a couple of 
generations ago, and of the Physiography 
of the schooldays of those still young— 
Lord Rutherford gave the disappointed 
world an entirely new system of protons 
and electrons. Like the fleas that “have 
little fleas. to bite ’em,’’ Lord Ruther- 
ford demonstrated that the atom was, in 
fact, a miniature universe, with its own 
arrangement of attractions and 1epulsions. 
Within that little universe tendencies to 
repel were as strong as tendencies to 
unite, and all. the characteristics of the 
wider world of humanity were discover- 
able in the inanimate atomic structure. 
By the bombardment of the atom Lord 
Rutherford, it may be, shattered the hope 
of mankind for the life of ease to which 
it aspired, but he may have opened a 
gieat new era from which science has yet 
to extract the benefit. He did end defi- 
nitely the adventure, fatuous as it may 
have been 
fructifying to the mind of the poet, which 
had as its end the discovery of the Philo- 
sopher’s Stone, when he .said that in 
radium might be found all that had been 
desired. Of his work in connection with 
radio-activity, Only those who themselves 
have taken a share in it can speak with 
authority, and in this we are happy to 
know that an Irishman has borne a noble 
part. Probably oniy a few people will 
have the desire, even if they have the 
financial resources, to float in the element 
known as heavy water, which, apparently, 
anybody with the curiosity and the 
necessary electrical current can make it 
leisure. When it has been made the 
venturesome experimenter can float in 4 
new medium and meditate upon the 
demolition of the transmutation of the 
baser metals into gold. In this also Lord 
Rutherford was the administrator of a cold 
douche to human ambition. That the 
baser metals could be transmuted into 
gold-he proved conclusively ; but that the 
transmutation shight be the means of en- 
riching the world he derided.

The career of Sir William 
Rothenstein himself is an excellent 
example of the benefits to be derived 
from the system which he deplores. Art 
is not to be confined within parochial, or 
even within national, boundaries, and it 
may he doubted whether there is any 
example of a local art that continues to 
flourish independently of wider contacts. 
Village artists and craftsmen have the 
local spirit and work in local materials, 
but they are refreshed continuously in 
their inspiration by. outside influences. 
When Sir William Rothenstein suggests 
that encouragement of loca] talent should 
begin in the village he makes a suggestion 
| which every art. lover would desire. 
Whether it can be put into effective 
operation is another matter. How 
many Irish villages have’ it in them to 
furnish the inspiration and the materials 
for arts and crafts? Something might be 
done with wood and iron and stone—there 
is an abundance of material awaiting 
development, and the demand from the 
Churches might be sufficient to maintain 
small groups of craftsmen. The painter 
and sculptor have no such immediate 
demand, but a demand might be worked 
up slowly until it became of economic 
importance. The hope for local artists 
must come in this country from local art 
galleries, and fo; this alone the novement 
in Limerick is welcome.

Taming the Bulrush 


For a number of years American business 
men have been-contemplating the great 
swamps of Florida with a far-off, yet 
purposeful, look in their eyes. The swamps 
produce an inexhaustible supply of giant 
bulrushes, and nothing else. Now, where 
nature yields a “ giant ” product in in- 
exhaustible, but. apparently useless, 
quantities, America’s business men are not 
going to sit back and mourn her lack of 
commercial acumen. They are. going to 
relegate nature to the far-distant back- 
ground, and see what they can do about 
the problem themselves. Ordinarily it 
takes them forty-eight hours to conceive 
a purpose for the product, and slightly 
longer tg convince the American public of 
its need for the commodity; but, in the 
case of the bulrushes, there has been an 
extensive time-lag between discovery and 
development. Anybody who looks at a 
giant bulrush will understand the reason 
for the delay. A bulrush is a bulrush, 
and there is virtually nothing that the 
human race: can do with it or about it. 
Mostly the human race comes into contact 
with bulrushes on picnics, and on these 
occasions numerous bulrushes are picked, 
but almost at once the bulrush wins. The 
picker, in the first moments, slashes at his 
friends with the excitingly heavy head. 
At this point he may be said to perceive a 
future enlivened to a previously unknown 
pitch of general pleasure by the possession 
of bulrushes ; but this early frenzy quickly 
dims and eventually dies. The bulrush 
starts to fall to pieces, the only thing to 
do seems to be to pick another one, and 
yet from now on all that will happen will 
be a tedious reiteration of the slashing 
and of the bulrush’s decay. There is one 
further use for the bulrush. An armful 
may be gathered with which to decorate 
the home. Here again, however, the 
bulrush is going to fail to live up to its 
promise, because nobody, after one hour, 
likes to look at bulrushes any more. Such 
was the problem presented by the swamps 
of Florida, and such was the problem that 
now has been solved, Florida will stick 
the hairs from the bulrush head on to a 
leather backing, and deluge the fur coat 
market with the possibly loathsome result. 
The bulrush, however, will have been put 
in its proper place—in the service, not the 
provocation, of man.

Italy’s Capital Levy 


In the City to-day it was the opinion 
that the Italian capital levy is unlikely 
to effect the British investor, as there are 
few British companies domiciled in Italy 
of any great’ importance, apart from 
Snia Viscosa, manufacturers of rayon, 
who have a working arrangement with 
Courtaulds. In many quarter: of late 
there have been speculations as to the 
financial position of Italy, in view of her 
engagements in Abyssinia and Northern 
Africa generally, and the capital levy 
to some degree may be taken as an 
answer, since the money is required to 
pay for the war in Abyssinia and for the 
rearmament programme. It is estimated 
that the amcunt realised will be about 
forty million pounds, 


Collapse on Wall Street 


The sudden crash of the Stock Markets 
on Wall street yesterday and to- day came 
as a great surprise to the Stock Exchange 
here. Though City men received the news 
with a stoicism bred by familiarity, there 
was considerable anxiety, since the 
collapse followed upon a day when 
London, Paris and Amsterdam had all 
turned better, buyers believing the crisis 
to be a thing of the past. The Wall 
street slump is the biggest single session 
break for seven years, and it is reimark- 
able that it has not a bigger effect here. 
Prices were marked down iu ali directions, 
but mainly as a measure of precaution, 
dealers reporting that there was little 
disposition to sell. In the circumstances 
doubts about the settlement on Thursday 
have revived, and it is feared that there 
may be some minor failures. 


King Boris Incognito 


King Boris of Bulgaria is to travel 
incognito when he leaves Sofia this week 
on a visit to Paris, Berlin, London an‘! 
other European countries. tle will ve 
known as Count Rilski. King Boris for 
several years has paid a private visit in the 
autu: n to Scotland for a rest, and alwa)s 
stayed a day or two at Balmoral, but tis 
ye r tho Court will be in London. Jn 
this occasion, however, the King has a 
State reason for his visit, as he desires 
to t the Powers to agree to the legalisi- 
tion of the Bulgarian Army, which, under 
the terms of the Treaty of Neuilly, must 
not exceed more than twenty thousand 
men voluntarily enrolled. The King is 
now a dictator, a position thrust upe. him 
three years ago after a up d’ctut by a 
group of military men and politicians, 
when all political parties were abolished. 
A movement has just been started to cail 
upon him to restore parliamentary govern- 
ment, but this matter -ill have to await 
his return to Sofia. i 


A New Film Bill 
The Film Bill, to be presented by the 


Government next session, which will intro- 
duce new film quotas, is now being 
drafted, and it will follow in ef‘ect the 
proposals contained in a White Paper 
issued last June. Opposition to the 
measure is expected, but the Board of 


‘Trade, responsible for the bill is satisfied 


that its. proposals will meet at’ require- 
ments, and that the measure will foster 
the British film industry and stimulate 
the making of films in this country oy 
United States firms. One important point 
in the bill is that the system known ;s 
blind booking, whereby an exhibitor i. 
compelled to rent a number of films more 
or less of poor quality as a condition of 
obtaining an important feature film, will 
be made an offence. The quota revulations

MR. EDEN SPEAKS OF A 
SERIOUS SITUATION

DEAD nA threatened to arip the Sub-Committee of the Non- 


 Íntervention Committee when it ended its meeting at the 
Foreign Office, London, last night, after several hours discussion. 


One more effort is to be made to-day to reach agreement on 
what Mr. Eden termed a serious situation, when the Sub-Committee 
meets again to try to smooth out their differences or to find a way of 


compromise. 


In British diplomatic circles it is feared that the gap is too wide 
to bridge, and that only disappointment will come. 


Again and again Mr. Eden, the Foreign Secretary, who pre- 
sided, had to intervene in the discussion to ask the delegates to kee 
to the point, which was the French five-point plan for dealing wah 


foreign intervention in Spain. 


Summing up before the ddjournment, Mr. Eden declared that 
no service would be done by endeavouring to conceal the funda- 
mental divergence of views which had already been shown. ® The 
only glimmer of hope, he said, was that the Portuguese and Soviet 
Governments were agreed that all war material ought to be stopped 
from going to Spain as part of an emhanced scheme of control. 


Through its representative, M. Maisky, the Soviet Govern- 
ment expressed the opinion that the French plan amounted to a con- 
tiiuation of ‘‘so-called non-intervention, " which had restricted only 


the legitimate Government of Spain. 


The acceptance of these pro- 


posals, he said, created an opportunity for further endless discus- 
sion, under the cover of which the supply to the rebels of arms and 


men will continue. 


Mr. Eden will make a fu!l report on the situation to the British 
Cabinet when it meets at 10 Downing street this morning. The

When the meeting opened Mr. Eden 
briefly explained its purpose, and M. 
Corbin, the French Ambassador, said that 
he had’ nothing further fo add to his 
Government’s proposals, neither had he 
any further explanations to make. 

Count Grandi then sprang his surprise 
on the meeting. He said that there were 
no difficulties in regard to procedure, but 
there were difficulties in substance. He 
then suggested that the (Committee should 
revert to the British plan of last July, 
which he declared was an excellent one, 
adding that he did not think the French 
plan was any wuprovement upon it. 

The British plan, he said, represented 
a considerable measure of agreement. He, 
therefore, thought that the British plan 
should again come before the Committee, 
and in order that Italy might not be 
accused of dilatoriness he would suggest 
that this should be done. 

Mr. Eden interposed to point out that 
there was no great divergence between the 
sritish and French plans. In fact the 
five points in the French, proposals were 
very largely based on the original British 
plan. 

M. Corbin said that he thought that 
their proposals should be taken at their 
intrinsic value. 


CHAIRMAN INTERVENES 


There was a considerable amount of give 
and take between Count Grandi and M. 
Corbin as to how far the French five point 
plan represented ihe British plan, and 
Count Grandi in the course of this argu 
ment urged the importance of a renewed 
discussion of the British proposals. i 

Mr. Eden rose to make another effort to 
bring the meeting back to the purpose 
for which it was called. He pointed out 
ihat they had met in order that the dele 
yates present might give the views of their 
iespective Governments on the proposals 
contained in the French plan. 

Then the Portuguese Ambassador, for 
nearly thirty minutes, gave a historical 
review of the course of events both in 
Spain and in the Non Intervention Com 
littee. His speech was to a large extent 
directed towards the Soviet representative, 
and he also made a heavy attack on the 
Aon agreement, which, he said, acted un- 
‘airly in favour of the Valencia Govern 
ucnt, because it had apparently made it 
uthealthy for General Franco's ships to 
attack Valencia ships. 

_ He spoke at length upon the desira-

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 


REFFORCHMENTS are being 
poured in by the Chinese mili- 
lary commanders to attempt to check 
any further Japanese advance in the 
fierce battle to the south of the 
Woosung Creek—just north of 
Shanghai—where the Japanese centre 
is making another bid to break 
through to Tachang, 

The Chinese admit that the Japa- 
nese re-occupied to-day the ruined 
village of Kechia Pailou, from which 
they had been ousted yesterday. 

Further to the South, on their right 
wing, the Chinese claim to have made a 
successful counter-attack and crossed the 
Shanghai-Woosuny railway. 

Another attempt by the Japanese to 
land troops at Paimoukou, on the 
orty-five mfles north-west of 
Shanghai, is believed to be imminent. 
Their warships off Paimoukou 
carried out a heavy bombardicent of the 
Chinese positions, 


CHINESE FORCES 


The Japanese Army spokesman here 
to-night estimated that there were 
now fifty-five Chinese divisions, averagin 
10,000 men apiece, in the triangle form 
by Shanghai, Hangchow and Nanking. 

It is announced that 2,057 non- 
combatants were killed and 2,955 injured 
in the International Settlement up to Fri- 
day last as a result of misdirected bombs, 
shells and bullets, compared with 71 
killed and 216 injured in the 1932 


| hostilities. 


The official Chinese newsagency says 
that three Japanese ‘planes to-day 
machine-gunned two cars near Soochow, 
in which were three foreigners and one 
Chinese on their way to Nanking from 
Shanghai. 

The four occupants dashed out and took 
cover when they saw the ’planes pursuing 
them, No one was injured. The cars were 
riddled with bullets. 


REINFORCEMENTS FOR 
BIG PUSH 


Three thousand more Japanese troops 
arrived at Shanghai to-day, according 
to Chinese reports. They are described as 
“ the first contingent of a ‘fresh division 
ordered to Shanghai because of the failure 
of four big Japanese offensives.’’ 

Nanking was again raided by Japanese 
‘planes, which concentrated on the aero- 
drome. They also aimed bombs at the 
train ferry and at Pukow, the railway 
terminus across the river, where big fires 
were started. 

The Japanese also paid their first visit 
to Hankow for nearly a month. They 
claim to have damaged 15 aeroplanes at 
Nanking and 31 at Hankow. : 


SHANTUNG STORM EDGE 
TOKYO, Tuesday. 


Ominous calm prevails on the Shantung 
front, the eastern area of the North China 
battlefields. 

The Domei Agency says that the 
Japanese will certainly cross the Yellow 
River before long, but they are wondering 
whether General Han Fu-chu, the power- 
ful Governor of Shantung, will greet them 
as friend or foe. Since he became Governor 
in 1930 he has been generally friendly to 
the Japanese, but he has repeatedly 
pledged loyalty to General Chiang Kai- 
shek, the Chinese Prime Minister. 

Some of the Shantung troops are 
notoriously anti-Japanese, and have estab- 
lished a close connection with the Central 
Government troops. There are also troops 


under General Yu Hsuch-chung, who has 
been earnestly pressing General Han to 
join in the war. 


THE CONFERENCE 


The Rome Correspondent of the Asahi 
Shimbun, having interviewed ‘‘ leaders of 
the Italian Government,’’ reports that 
Italy has decided to uphold Japan's action 
against Communist influences, and “ will 
attend the Brussels Conference if Japan so 
desires.’’ 

“ It would not be a bad idea,” says the 
Asahi, “ to take part in the Conference, 
where Germany, Italy and Portugal will

According to Japanese information, 
large quantities of arms and ammunition 
for China are being unloaded at Haiphong, 
in French Indo-China, whence they are 
taken, via Hanoi, to Lungchow, in South- 
west Kwangsi, at the rate of 100 waggon- 
loads daily.

munition, 132,100,000 rounds of machine- 
gun ammunition and 250,000 rounds for 
revolvers, 170,000 tear-gas bombs, 370,000 
hand grenades, 510 cases of shells, 163 
tons of dynamite, 15,650 pas masks, 63 
fish torpedoes, 9,735 tons of barbed wire.

When. these were not forthcoming expert 
searchers made a thorough inspection, i% 
which they had the co-operation of women 
searchers, a favourite device of the Arabs 
being to rely on the “ untouchability”’ of 
their womenfolk to conceal arms and 
ammunition. 


HOUSES BLOWN UP 


The search was fruitless, and sappers 
blew up three houses, and the troops then 
withdrew.

It has been ordered that thirty male 
peasants must report themselves at Hebron 
daily.

NEW ARAB HIGHER 
COMMITTEE 


A new Arab Higher Committee is being 
formed in Syria, according to reports from 
Arab sources in Jerusalem. It will com- 
prise the refugee members of the old Com- 
mittee, with the addition of five Arab 
Nationals from Irak, Egypt, Syria and 
the Lebanon who attended the Arab Con- 
gress at the village of Bloudan, near 
Damascus, in September. 

(The Arab Higher Committee in Jeru- 
salem was recently declared an unlawful 
association. ) 

The remaining members of the Supreme 
Moslem Council have agreed to co-operate 
with the new Wakf ‘Endowment Fund 
Commission, whose appointment was 
announced yesterday. 

The new Commission is to manage the 
Moslem Religious Endowment Trust, the 
control of which was takun away from the 
former Moslem Committee on Saturday. 

A member of the Supreme Council told 
the Press Association to-day that, pro- 
vided the Commission does not interfere 
with the religious affairs of the Moslems, 
but confines itself to the financial adminis- 
tration of the Trust, the Council will be 
willing to co-operate. 

A train from Haifa to Egypt 
narrowly escaped serious damage to- 
day, it is reported, when a land mine 
was detected on the permanent way 
near Gaza. 

The explosives. were removed, and the 
train proceeded on its way.

DEATH OF LORD RUTHERFORD

GREAT MAN OF 
SCIENCE 


THE SPLITTING OF 
THE ATOM 


ORD RUTHERFORD, O.M., the 
distinguished man of science, 
whose name is connected with the 
splitting of the atom, died last night 
in a nursing home at Cambridge, 
aged sixty-six. He had been gravely 
ill after an abdominal operation. 
On Monday night he was to have 
undergone a second operation, but in 
view of his condition his medical 
attendants concluded that it would 
he too dangerous. 

Lord Rutherford had been Cavendish 
Professor of Experimental Physics and 
Director of the Cavendish Laboratory at 
Cambridge University since 1919. In the 
laboratory he conducted numerous in- 
vestigations into radio-activity, and made 
experiments. in transmutation of” the 
elements and in the splitting of the atom. 
Associated with him in the splitting of the 
atom was Mr. EB. T. S. Walton, a graduate 
of Dublin University, who since Bá been 
elected to a Fellowship of Trinity College, 
Dublin. 


THE WORLD OF ATOMS 


Lord Rutherford’s world was the world 
of the infinitely small—the world of atoms, 
with their still smaller constituent protons 
and electrons. With unlimited patience 
he laboured to discover the secrets of this 
domain of science. He attacked, however, 
the popular conception of the results to be 
obtained by the gplitting of the atom. 
** Anyone,’’ he told the British Association 
at Leicester, in 1933, “ who expects a 
source of power from the transformation 
of the atom is talking moonshine, but it is 
enormously interesting to scientists.’’ 

Lord Rutherford’s aim was, like that of 
the alchemists of the Middle Ages, the 
transmutation of elements. With the 
advance: of science the ideas of the 
alchemists were discarded, and the 
development of chemistry in the nine- 
teenth century made it clear that the 
whole of matter could be resolved into 
elements which appeared to be unchange- 
able. Then came the discovery that the 
heaviest elements—uranium and thorium 
—were undergoing a spontaneous trans- 
formation, and this revived the. idea of the 
possibility of the transmutation of 
elements. 

Where the alchemists used weird and 
wonderful methods which produced little 
result, however, Lord Rutherford, with 
all the vast resources of modern science 
at his disposal, devised experiments by 
means of which millions of particles were 
projected at high speed on to the nucleus 
of an atom in order to change the com- 
position of the atom. 

Men had searched for the “' philo- 
sopher’s stone ” for thousands of years, 
he said, in a lecture at Bedford College, 
and radium came as near to it as anything 
that could be found. ‘‘ Modern Alchemy ”’ 
might well be the popular title for his 
work, for he showed that it was now 
sible by modern methods to produce 
exceedingly minute quantities of gold, but 
by the transmutation of an even 
more costly element—platinum. Lord

In 1904 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Physics at McGill 
University, Canada. 

A pioneer of wireless telegraphy, Lord 
Rutherford showed, as long ago as 1902, 
that wireless communication was possible 
between a station and a moving train. He 
returned to England from Canada in 
1907 as Langworthy Professor of Physics 
at Manchester University. Two years 
later he was awarded the Nobel Prize in 
Chemistry. He was honoured by many 
universities and learned societies. He was 


of the Order of Merit in 1925, and was 
raised to the Peerage in 1931. He was 
for five years President of the Royal 
Society, and when he held that position 
in 1930 he spoke by wireless telephone 
from his residence in Cambridge to the 
members of the Royal Society of Canada, 
who were assembled for their annual meet- 
ing at Montreal. In May, 1931, he be- 
came Chairman of the Advisory Council of 
the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research. 

Lord Rutherford’s work was recognise] 
in a practical way in 1936, when Lord 
Austin made a donation of £250,000 in 
order to build a modern research labora- 
tory at Cambridge and for the purchase of 
costly apparatus. In that year also Lord 
Rutherford became Director of the Royal 
Society Mond Laboratory at Cambridge. 

He married in 1900 Miss Mary ua 
Newton, of Christchurch, New Zealand. 
There is one child, a daughter, who was 
married in 1921 to Mr. R. H. Fowler, n 
lecturer in mathematics at Trinity College, 
Cambridge.

: street crash eight years ago 
were enacted on the New York Stock 

xchange to-day, when, for the 
second day in succession, a huge sell- 
ing wave struck the market. Prices 
toppled from one to thirteen dollars 
or more, while yelling brokers milled 
around the hah posts, executing 
orders in a turmoil of confusion un- 
paralleled since 1929. 

At times the shouting of bids and offers 
was deafening. Once the ticker was 22 
mins. behind in its record of trading, and 
the authorities were forced to put out 
stock prices on the bond tape. Hollow- 
eyed clerks had worked all night getting 
out calls for additional margin. 

When the Exchange opened the wildest 
confusion prevailed, brokers rushing to 
execute a flood of orders pouring in from 
all parts of the country. 


LOSS ON MARGIN 


Blocks of shares totalling from 1,000 
to 25,000 each changed hands as the un- 
loading of impaired margin accounts pro- 
ceeded feverishly. 

Board rooms in brokerage houses, de- 
serted for months until the August slump 
began, were crowded to overflowing as 
traders sought to protect their accounts 
from the falling markets. While many 
investors scanning the ticker tapes 
appeared deeply anxious over their com- 
mitments, veteran brokers said there was 
less evidence of the fear psychology mani- 
fested during the panicky session of 
recent years. 

Early in the afternoon influential heavy 
buying, largely by investment trusts, 
stemmed the slump, the market rallying 
briskly from the day’s low records. It 
finished with gains up to six points and 
losses up to five points. The total num- 
ber of shares to change hands was 
7,290,000, the highest figure since 1929. 

Rumours that the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission was planning to close 
the Exchange in order to avert the utter 
demoralisation of trading, helped to 
create a bearish atmosphere. Informa- 
tion, supposed to emanate from official 
circles in Washington, however, tended to 
confirm the belief that the Government 
would not interfere, failing the occurrence 
of an actual emergency. 


WIRE FROM WASHINGTON 


This afternoon Mr. John O’Connor, of 
New York Chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, 
sent a telegram from Washington to the 
Governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
change as follows: “ You should clean 
your own house first rather than passing 
the buck to the Administration. ‘First 
thing you should do is either stop all 
short sales or require short gamblers tq 
put up as much margin as iegitimate 
buyers.” Mr. O'Connor also wired to the 
Governors of the Federal Reserve Board: 
‘Respectfully suggest something should 
be done at once with reference to situa- 
tion in securities markets. Margin re- 
quired for purchases should be consider- 
ably lowered, and short sales should be 
stopped or margin greatly increased.’’ 

In a statement to the Press Mr. O’Con- 
nor asserted that there was no reason why 
Congress should not watch the situation 
carefully and ‘‘do everything possible to 
bring about the stabilisation to prevent 
another crash and prolonged business re- 
cession.”’ 


£4,000,000,000 DROP 


It is computed that since the middle of 
August the Stock Market collapse has 
wiped out £4,000,000,000 in stock values. 

Wall street banking circles, expressing 
concern at developments, were inclined to 
regard it as a symptom of disturbance in 
the economic structure. It is felt that the 
market faces an unprecedented situation 
in the testing of its self-recuperating 
powers, as under existing Federal regula- 
tions any organised supporting action does 
not appear to be feasible. The hope was 
expressed, however, that, if the present 
condition does not correct itself, the Ad- 
ministration may decide to do something 
to bolster confidence. Meantime, it is not 
considered that conditions will get so 
panicky as to call for drastic action. 

Washington advices thus far indicate 
the improbability of any immediate action 
by the Administration, because it is feared 
such action might be misrepresented. As 
one official explained, any step which or- 
dinarily might have a salutary eifect in 
the market would, undoubtedly, produce 
the opposite effect, if the general public 
thought the Administration had been 
“ gtampeded ” into action 


GOVERNMENT PU77LED 


There is little doubt that high Govern- 
ment officials are becoming increasingly 
puzzled over the markets action, and are 
searching for new information on its tech- 
nical and business background. At the 
same time, as a result of recent events 
some of the official faith in Government 
regulation of the entire securities field has, 
undoubtedly, become slightly dimmed.

The death took place yesterday at his resi- 
dence, Belfast, of Mr. John Warwick, one of 
the best-known sportsmen in Northern 
Ireland.

Several of his horses were 6x- 
ported to America, and among the trophies 
won in that country by his teams during four 
years were:-1927: 44 first prizes; 26~second 
prizes, 17 third prizes, 13 cups; 1928: 30 first 
prizes, 24 second prizes, 16 third prises,” 11 
cups; 1929: 47 first prizes, 26 second prizes, 
16 third pruce, 18 caps; 1030: 24 first prizes, 
32 second prizes, 29 third prizes, 18 cups. 

Mr. Warwick took an interest in other 
sports, and was for years president of Linfield 
Football Club.

BANN DRAINAGE | 
SCHEME 


TO COST £200,000 MORE 
THAN ESTIMATE

In the Northern Parliament to-day the 
Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. J. M. 
Andrews), referring to the Banh drainage 
scheme. said that the original estimate was 
£643,000, but the present estimate for the 
completion of the work was £858,000. It was 
a matter of extreme difficulty, he said, to 
estimate the costs in connection with under- 
water work, even after the most careful sur- 
vey of the river bed. The scheme was an un- 
doubted success, even though still incomplete, 
and ‘it had been possible to prevent the 
recurrent winter floods, which caused damage 
over a wide area. 

Mr. J. W. Nixon (Ind. U.) said that they 
had listened to some lame excuses in that 
House, but he never listened to one so lame 
as this. On a small contract the cost was 
going to be £200,000 more than the estimate, 
and it was going to take eight years instead 
of five to do the work. It was expected that 
the harassed ratepayers would accept this 
extra £200,000 smilingly. If this was a 
sample of the way the Government conducted 
its business, it was not surprising that they 
could not get any additional industries 
started in Northern Ireland. 

The Attorney-General (the Right Hon. Sir 
A. B. Babington) said that it was easier to 
impose penalty clauses than to enforce them. 
It was impossible to anticipate everything 
which might arise in a contract of this kind 
until the work was commenced. It was 
anticipated that the bed of the River Bann 
consisted of rock, and in some places boulders 
and clay, but a part was found consisting 
almost entirely of boulders, which cost as 
much to remove as rock. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that this was 
not the first occasion on which the cost of a 
contract had been extended. 

Mr. D. H Christie (Unionist). said that 
as one who lived on the shore of the River 
Bann he was satisfied that the Government 
was getting good value for the money it was 
spending on the scheme. Great difficulties 
had been met by the contractors, and he did 
not believe that they would make any profit 
out of the job.
